The Courage To Be 


Eleven years ago, Dr. Martin Luther King, Jr., rang 
out—indictments_ against. American. racism for its 
flagrant disregard of minority rights and for its indif- 
ferénce to the plight of the poor and the culturally 
deprived. 

Today this same society less tolerant now of-overt 
expressions of racism still denies the poor access to 
fair housing, decent medical care, and meaningful 
and productive employment. The American people, 
It seems, -have accepted the terms proposed by Sen. 
Dantet-Moynihan-in-his~ “benign ‘negiect”-memo.:- 

There have been recent signs, however, that sub- 
tle changes going beyond “neglect” to active agres- 
sion have begun to take place. 

Indictments and charges of official wrongdoing 
against black leaders in Cleveland and in other 
cities throughout the country portray a serious 
erosion of black political power. 

One no longer hears condemnation of middle 
class greed and. self-centeredness. No one says 
government ought to do more, not less, to assure 
equitable delivery of basic goods and services to all 
Americans, whether rich or poor, black or white. 

Poor people are viewed with disdain when they 
are not accused of being parasitic, criminal, and a 
general nuisance.

Because the civil rights movement was so deeply 
indebted to white liberal money, and because liberal 
money came to be increasingly on the side of the 
war in Vietnam and-in oppgsition-to radical political 
action, organizations such as the Urban League, the 
N.A.A.C.P. and SCLC found themselves vulnerable 
toiblack people’s ‘‘lack of capitalistic: development.” 

There are many lessons to be learned from Dr. 
King's life because his life was a book with many 

. chapters. The last chapter took him to Memphis 
where he saw- into the Promised Land. 

- Hé saw that the gates to the city of equal justice 
before the law and within the economic marketplace 

| were still closed. He had reconciled every contradic- 
tion save one: the economic roots of racism. 

The “poor people’s march” was an effort to bring 
into being a new coalition which would challenge 
the economic status quo. 

His chief legacy is his warning that the economic 
system as it currently exists can no longer sustain 
our deeper loyalties to peace and justice and to a 
fair concern for the well-being of others. 

If peace, love, and justice were to become realities 
(and Dr. King saw as. his Christian mission the 
establishment of what-he called’a “fruitful harmony” 
‘among men), then greed and self-centeredness 
would have to be transformed--his Christian vision 
had begun to struggle against the brutality o 
systemic class division.

escalating and will 
continue. unless Gity 
Council develops stringent 
policies on displacement. 

At a Thursday morning 
session, representatives 
from banks, development 
companies, community 
groups and institutions 
admitted they have no 
factual data to show the 
extent of families displaced 
from their communities. 

However, they said there - 
is enough evidence to 
warrant immediate action 
by the Council. The 18- 
member subcommittee 
under the auspices of the 
Council is meeting to 
.discuss and make propos- 
als to be acted upon by the 
Council. 

Much of the morning 
discussion ‘centered on 
reasons for displacement 
in the two areas, both of 
which are historic districts. 
Apparently, noticeable 
displacement began after 
the areas were designated 
for preservation. 

And there. is speculation 
that boundaries of the Near 
East Side, the targest 
historic district. in -the 
country, will be expanded. 
The current boundaries 
include the area south of 


“Broad St. and northof Main 


St., between Parsons Ave. 
and Nelson Rd. 

Through escalating 
prices that accompany 
revitalization, poor resid- 
ents are being forced out as 
relatively affluent middle 
class whites buy the 
houses, many of which are 
converted from multi- 
family units to single units. 

The subcommittee’s 
discussion revealed no 
figures on the number of 


~—famities—displaced from 


their homes. Some 
contend that the two 
areas under discussion 
could follow German 
Village, a historic district 
where considerable 
displacement of low 
income has-occurred. 

Jim Luck of the Academy 
for the Study of Contemp- 
orary Problems, where the 
sessions are held, later said 
in an interview data is not, 


has’ not commissioned a 


study on displacement. 
Luck, chairman of the 
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Short term plans for 
keeping residents in their 
communities. He said the 
proposals, which are to be 
presented at a Friday 
morning meeting at the 
Academy, will be to aid the 
Council in formulating a 
policy on displacement. 

More neighborhoods will 
be affected later, he said, as 
additional areas: are 
revitalized. He said an 
extensive study along with 
the short term policy aimed 
at the Near East. Side and 
Near North Side may be 
needed to establish long 
range policies. 

Displacement in the 
black communities first 
surfaced publicly last 
August. Pamela Pritchard, 
who is on the subcommit- 
tee as arepresentative from 
the Ohio Historical 
Society, organized an all- 
day conference on dis- 
placement at St. Paul's 
A.M.E. Church. 

Participants at the. 
conference also focused 
attention on displacement 
in the Near East Side and 
Near North Side. A 
proposed study of dis- 
placement that resulted 
from the conference was 
never undertaken. 

The issue of black 
displacement did not re- 
surface publicly until 
Councilman. Jerry Ham- 
mond initiated the present 
subcommittee’s work 
Hammond and Council 
members. Dan Schoeding- 
er and! Pam Conrad 
assembled the group. 

Carl White, director of 
the Housing Opportunity - 
Center, said during the 
discussion that the Ohio 
Historical Society has used 
federal money to declare 
the two areas historic 
districts, but—has—not 
disseminated — information’ 
to residents on how they 
can remain in. their 
communities. 

Federal grants and loans 
arc available to residents in 
historic districts for 
rehabilitation, .and * White 
said the Society has not. 
made the information 
available 

White later said the poor

Rhodes Renews Job Theme In Unprecedented 
Fourth Term Inauguration Rites

James A Rhodes, the son 
of a poverty strickened coal 
minor, and-George V. Voi- 
novich, the son of ancestral 
immigrants, were sworn in 
Monday as the state's two 
top executives in a colorful 
inauguration ceremonies. 


* underscored by several 


record-setting precedents. 


When sworn in by Chief 
Justice Frank D. Cele- 
brezze for an unprece- 
dented fourth four year 
term, Rhodes set two other 

nats. The-tirst Ohio 
governor to take the oath 
under the constitutional 


_amendment.requiring_ the 


Governor and Lt. Governor 
to. run as a team. And at the 
age of 69, he became the 
oldest of the nation’s 50 
governors. 

Digressing from his pre- 
pared inaugural speech ir 
which ‘he challienged- the 
General Assembly to work 
with him toward solving the 
state’s acute problems, 
Rhodes cited two other sig- 
nificant firsts for such 
occasions. The inaugura- 
tion being held in the 
warmth andcomfort ofthe 
Ohio Theatre, was listed by 
him as one of the firsts. 

And then in reference to 
the fact that the presenta- 
tion of the Colors featurec 


two. young. women. mem-' 


bers of the Ohio Naiona' 
Guard, Rhodes saluted the 
National Guard for this 
“great advancement in our 
state.” 

Serving as the Color 
Guards were Warrent 
Officer Aurelia Murray. 
Central Area Command, 
Ohio. National Guard, who 
is black, and Teri Hill, Ohio 
National Guard Airforce, 
both of Columbus. 

And in what had to have 
been another first, was the 
present of a black female 
legislator among the digni- 
tariés on the inaugural ros- 
trum. This distinction went 
to Rep. Helen Rankin a Cin- 
cinnati Democrat who won 
a seat previously held by 
her late husband, James, in 
the Ohio House last 
November. 

Although this is specula- 
tive,. Rankin's appearance 
on the rostrum may -have 
given her a chance to per- 
sonally thank Rhodes, a 
Republican,.who gave up 


$5,000 intended as his 


campaign fund to provide 


scholarships for her three 
children. 

Aside from black 
members of the various 
musical’ agregations 
entertaining the huge 
crowd of party faithfuls, 
Rev. M.J. Mitchell, pastor 
of Pilgrim Baptist Church 
in Columbus, gave the 
Invocation. 


Rev. Mitchell, a staunch.’ 


Democrat, organized Bap- 
tist ministers throughout 
the=state last summer in 
support of S.B. 228, a bill 
designed to—-grant—tax 
abatement to industrial 
plants that located or 
-expanded—their—operation 
in inner cities in Ohio. 

In the meantime, Rhodes 
reiterated his commitment 
to “ bring jobs to Ohio's 
working men and women.” 

Asserting that the “U.S. 
Government has turned its 
back on inner city 
workers,” Rhodes said-that 
“Jobs must be brought to 
the jobless so our young 
people can have perman- 
ent jobs instead of perman- 
ent welfare." ‘ 

Rhodes, who must work 
with a Democratic Senate 
and House, ‘pledged to 
“cooperate with the Gen- 
eral Assembly in restoring 
the economic health of 
inose who look to us in 
hope for leadership.” 

Pointing out that.he is 
not perfect, the legislature 
is not perfect, the educa- 
tional profession is not per- 
fect, Rhodes said “but 
together we can and will 
work for Ohio's children.” 

'*Government,,”’ he 
added, “must learn to take 
less from people, so people 
can do more for them- 
selves. 

Taxpayers must be freed 
of the “shackles of confis- 
catory property taxes,” the 
Coalton Ohio (Jackson 
County) native said. 

“We must work together 
to pass legislation to give 
real relief against property 
taxes,” said the lame duck 
chief executive. 

Rhodes is forbidden by 
the State Constitution to 
seek another term in 1982. 

Rhodes also reiterated 
his campaign pledge to 
implement effective, man- 
gement policies for school 
districts, and said he “looks 


forward to continued coop- 
eration with a new Genera! 


Assembly, and the Stafe~ 


Superintendent of Public 
Instruction, as we under- 
take this most important 
issue.” 

With the top leadership 
of the Ohio Legislature 
seated on the rostrum, 
Rhodes said “we have the 
chance to seize opportuni- 
ties to shape a better 
future.” 


“Our children's educa-. 


tion, their preparation for 
productive citizenship, is 
our greatest challenge and 
highest priority as we enter 
the 1980's and look forward 
to the 21st Century,” he 

Rhodes, , widely recog- 
nized as one of the hardest 


__working governors the 


state has ever known, 
“pledged to every Ohioan 
my total dedication and 
cooperation in the months 
ahead.” 

He then “called upon 
every Ohioan, regardless 
of political concept to join 
me in'a common commit- 
ment to move this great 
state forward.”

tional assistance program

The new federal educa- 
tional assistance program 
will pay 50 percent of edu- 
cational expenses up to 
$500 dollars per year and 
$2,000 for the period of 
enlistment. If the individual 
also receives the Ohio 
Guard Scholarship, the 
federal assistance will be 
over and above the state 
assistance. 

The new tuition program 
is open iv? to non-prior 
military service high school 
graduates or graduating 
seniors who enlist for a 
selected job skill for a 
period of.six years. : 

An individual may opt for 
a $1,500 cash bonus 
instead of the tuition assist- 
ance. The bonus is payable 
over a four year period; 
$750 after completion of 
the initial active duty for 


training, $200 at the com- 
pletion of the second and. 


third year of service and 


$350 at the completion of 
the fourth year. 

The Ohio Guard tuition 
program is applicable only 
to colleges recognized by 
the Ohio Board of Regents. 
The federal Assistance 
Program for the National 
Guard can be used not only 
at Ohio colleges and uni- 
versities but also at trade, 
technical or vocational 
schools that provide edu- 
cation at the post sécon- 
dary level and are 
accredited by the Veterans 
Administration. The Ohio 
Guard Scholarship and the 
new federal program apply 
only to undergraduate 
studies.

Fires and vandalism in the past’

While at the same time 
disrupting classes and closing some 
buildings.” 

As if this wasn't enough, 
“shootings, cuttings and-fist fights in 
the, school buildings have contri- 


~ buted: to the bediam that seems to 


permeate the whole public school 
system. In some school buildings 


dope-and- marijuana are openly sold 


and: used. 
’ At the time of this crisis, scores of 
teachers took time off during the 
holidays. With not enough sub- 
Stitutes, most classes were either 
nceled or, the few students that 
d report in, just ambled. about with 
no attempts at discipline. Even the 
school superintendent took time off 
to vacation in Florida. 
On this page, Dec. 16. issue, we 
said: “It is tragic that Cleveland 


should find itself in this kind of a, 


predicament. The town deserves a 
better image. The baffling thing is, 
that hobody seems to have the fain- 
test idea of where to start to bring 
about an end to the present con- 
fusion.” 
Unfortunately, instead of improve- 
ing, conditions have worsened. 
he. Black community whose 


children are the worst sufferers, is 
ominously silent or, just midly con- 
cerned. 

Federal Judge Frank J. Battisti, the 
trial judge in the desegreation case, 
‘continues. to appear confused, 
biased or, indifferent.

Other communities have found 
ways to spare themselves the trauma 
of conflict and confusion of the kind 
and magnitude we are now suffering 
jin Cleveland. 

If Judge Battisti could’ just bring 
himself around to the point to realize 
that-all the wisdom, legal or prac- 
tical, does not wholly reside. in him 
and, be unselfishness enough to call 
on the available resources of people 
and community leaders, we believe 
some real progress can be made 
toward meaningful solutions. 

One thing now is sure, we are 
paying too high a price for school 
desegregation. if we-don't come up 
soon’ with some solutions, there 
won't by any public schools left to 


_desegregate.

The wheels of the state's vast 
machinery will stand still on Monday, 
Jan. 15, as its thousands_.of operators, 
observe the birthday anniversary of 
Dr. Martin Luther’ King, Jr. 

Legislation enacted by the Ohio 
General Assembly in 1975 and signed 
into law by Gov. James ‘A. Rhodes 
Aug. 1 of that same year, mandated 
that state government close down on 
Jan. 15, to commemorate the 
birthday of the revered civil rights 
leader. 

As a result of this legislation, Jan. 
15, was declared a paid holiday for all 
state employees. Ohio was one of the 
first 15 states:to pass laws creating a 
holiday in the memory of the beloved 
winner of the Nobel Peace Prize 
Award -who was assassinated in 
Memphis, Tenn., April 4, 1968. 

Celebration of the . momentous 
occasion will begin Friday, Jan. 12, in 
Columbus when Rev. Ralph D. 
Abernathy, who succeeded Dr. King 
as president of the Southern 
Christian Leadership Conference 
speaks at Ohio State University. He 
will speak on the topic, “Today's Role 
In the Struggle.” The Undergraduate 
Student Government and the Office 
of Black Student Program will be the 
sponsors, — 

At 4 p.m. Sunday, Jan. 14, a tribute 
will be paid Dr. King at two separate

Cleveland was the city to which | 
came as a child to spend my summer 
vacations. It was a place whose, name 
filed me with secret expectations. 
Before coming to Cleveland, ! had’ 
never seen inside a public library, nor 
swam in a real swimming pool, nar 
seen a major baseball game.

_We were known to our city-cousins 
as “Joe Rushings,” an anonymous 
mass of black humanity rushing out 
of the South, in search of what letters 
from friends and word-of-mouth told 
us was a better life. 

My father lived on Thirtieth Street 
off Cedar, in a neighborhood which | 
remember as having been multi- 
racial, reflecting the city’s ethnic 
diversity. This was befofe white- - 
flight, when both whites and blacks 
struggled with common disadvan- 
tages -- the disadvantages of the 
Great Depression and the Second 
World War. 

Perhaps these were not the best of 
times: Cleveland was even then a 
segregated city, but it nevertheless 
had—about—it-a—social-fluidity 
openness which taught tolerance. 
Urban living was still an adventure in 
regeneration. There was work and 
people worked very hard and 
dreamed lofty dreams. 

As | recall, the Terminal Tower was 
for many of us a landmark. It had an 
almédst mystical presence in our lives. 
When we caught sight of it from the 
corner of our eyes, we felt involved in 
a process of living which permitted us 
to soar above'the mundane, above the 
southern context which had shaped 
our lives. 
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of our young people.

Year Of Crisis? © 


1979 may well be a year of crisis for blacks and ~ 
minorities. The Administration is practicing economic - 
brinksmanship. One-small miscalculation and we © 
could be plunged into a major recession. 

For blacks, recession is almost assured. The black‘ ~ 
economy is already in a depressed state. Anythingless _ 
than steady economic growth means fewer job oppor- 
tunities available for blacks, in other words, recession. 

And planning for slower growth is tricky. No one has 
ever been able to put the brakes on the economy with- 
out having it spin out of control into a full-scale reces- ., 
sion. if that happens, black people and poor people will 


be in a true crisis. 


So it is hard.to look ahead to the coming year with» 
much optimism, It’s even harder when | remember last - 
year's issues. Last January, | identified; among others, ' 
three major issues that would bear watching. 

They included the effect of passage_of the | 
Humphrey-Hawkins Bill on creation jobs, the nature of 
the planned urban policy, and the outlook for welfare © 
reform. Here we are a year later and Humphrey- 
Hawkins won't affect the Administration's planned 
slowdown, the urban policy has been all but shelved, . 
and welfare reform is dead. In a matter of months, last 


year's burning issues have disappeared. 


‘ 


in their place are a far grimmer set of issues. Where 
we were once discussing the impact of new steps to - 
combat unemployment, urban decay and joblessness, ' 
we now must wonder just how bad things will get in | 
1979. Forget about new measures and initiatives, Just 
holding on to the present very bad situation is the dom- 
inant theme. 

The first clue as to what 1979 will bring will be found 


in the Administration's budget proposals. For weeks - 
Washington has been occupied with speculation about. 


how deeply domestic programs will be cut. 
instead of dealing with increased employment. 
opportunities, officials are trying to decide how many 


public service jobs should be scrapped. Those jobs are ' 
needed desperately by the poor and the lon 
unemployed. They should be increased, not cut back. 
But cuts are.in store. 


The lid being clamped on the federal budget proba- 
bly won't be impartial in its effects. Urban and social 
programs will take a beating, while defense and other 
sectors hold their own or even gain. 

That could be a signal to Statées.and cities too. Cut- 
backs in programs that benefit poor people offer politi- 
cians rewards. They can_pose-as-inflation-fighters, 
holding down taxes while slashing away at job and. 
training programs, schools, low income housing, and 
health programs and other activities essential to the 


poor. 


One major issue in 1979 will be whether the private 
sector renews its commitment to affirmative action. 
The New Negativism gripping the nation has made 
affirmative, action one of its major targets, and the 
Bakke decision encouraged some to think the pressure 
is off on broadening minority opportunities. 

. The most enlightened elements in the private sector 
are working hard to include blacks.and other minori- 
ties, but others may try to take advantage of the 
national ambiguity and’ evade their responsibilities. 


And affirmative action becomes harder to achieve in 


recession conditions when opportunities shrink for all 


races.
